Young, both as an official and in- 
desire to have as little 
to do with him as possible, except 
through the jurisdiction of the 
We welcome the proceed- 
ings threatened by Mr. Young and 
promise to bring to light evidence 
of a startling nature.

The complete statement issued by 
Detective Young is as follows: 

“Mrs. Cohen first came to the no- 
tice of several clerks in a large 
department store on Whitehall 
street when sne picked up a pat- 
tern, consisting ot some linen bear- 
ing certain designs, and some darn- 
ing needles, going immediately 
thereafter to the rest room. Upon 
returning she asked one of the lady 
clewks to exchange the darning 
needles for her—this clerk was the 
one who saw her when she took 
them and the pattern from the 
counter. There were in all two 
witnesses to her action in this es- 
tablishment. 

“The lady clerk told her that she 
could not make the exchange, un- 
less Mrs. Cohen had a credit Slip, 
and Mrs. Cohen asked where and 
how she could obtain one. The 
clerk told her she would issue one 
to her, but must be told her name 
and address, which Mrs. Cohen re- 
luctantly gave, finally telling the 
clerk that her name was ‘Mrs. 
Bryan, and her home was in Rich- 
mond, Va.’ 


CALLED 
FOR YOUNG. 


“There was no officer in this de- 
partment store at the time, and the 
clerk reported the matter to the 
floor manager, who followed Mrs. 
Cohen across to Silver’s 56 and 10- 
cent store, calling the attention of 
clerks to her, and asked them to 
watch her. This floor manager 
then returned to his own store, 
finding me in the meantime. We 
went to Silver’s, he pointed the 
woman out to me, and there I 
watched her. 

“She acted very queerly, finally 
taking some goods from the coun- 
ter, which she made several efforts 
to get into her handbag. Succeed- 
ing, she hurried out and up Broad 
Street, and after she hed gone 
about fifty yards I stopped her. She 
seemed nervous and excited, and 
said she was merely trying to 
match some goods in the store be- 
fore I had ever accused her of any- 
thing, or mentioned my business to 

er. 


“When I did tell her that she 
would have to return the goods, or 
explain her actions, she handed me 
her handbag and told me to accept 
the return of the goods and allow 
her to go. I told her she would 
have to accompany me to the office 
andemake an explanation, and if her 
case was not a particularly aggra- 
vating one, she might be allowed to 


go. 

“Upon reaching the office she 
again asked to be released and the 
goods accepted to be returned to the 
store. I asked her her name, and 
she refused to give it. When I told 
her she did not have to give her 
name, but it would show a disposi- 
tion to be honest about the matter, 
she told me her name was Mrs. 
Boatman,/ of Columbia, 8. C. I ask- 
ed where she was stopping here, 
and she replied “nowhere.” I re- 
minded her that she had stated she 
had been in Atlanta two days and 
certainly she had spent a night’s 
rest somewhere during the 48-hour 
period, and she said: ‘Well, I might 
have stayed with a friend, and I 
will not tell who it was.’ 


SHE GAVE 
ANOTHER NAME. 


“After her arrival at police sta- 
tion she gave still another name 
to Desk Lieutenant Guy Lindsay. 
She registered here under the name 
of Mrs. Bettie Baultman, 40 years 
old, of Columbia, 8. C.” 

‘Upon registering she asked Lieu- 
tenant Lindsay to speak with the 
manager. She was referred to Cap- 
tain of Police A. J. Holcombe, to 
whom she told, among other things 
in her conversation, that she did 
not have at the time she was ar- 
rested by me any goods or matérial 
of any kind in hér large shopping 
bag, which she exhibited to Captain 
Holcombe. 

“As to my failure to appear in re- 
corder’s court to prosecute charges 
against her, it was not stated to 
Judge Johnson by one of my offi- 
cers, Jack Kirk, that I was busy at 
Silvers’ store; as a matter of fact, 
I was not there. 

“It Is no uncommon thing for of- 
ficers to docket charges against 
people and then fail to appear in 
court, particularly if they have 
someone present to represent them 
and explain their absence, or ask 
for a continuance, and I was repre- 
sented by Officer Kirk, who ex- 
plained my absence to the recorder. 
I though the case would be con- 
tinued as has ordinarily been the 
practice before the recorder. 

“TI do not believe Judge Johnson 
made any such remarks as was at- 
tributed to him by the newspapers. 
He is not a man given to hasty 
judgment or rash action, and has 
always refused to render any opin- 
ion or ruling solely on ex parte 
evidence; and I am certain some 
mistake was made in quoting him. 
My information fs that no evidence 
was given at all before the record- 
er, the case being dismissed because 
I was absent. 

*T likewise believe Chief of Po- 
lice James L. Beavers was misquot- 
ed. Certainly he did not try the 
case in his office, and with only one 
side represented. have never 
known of any cases being tried in 
the office of the chief of police, and 
if he-did undertake to try this case 
in his office, he violated every prin- 


lice department, and passed judg- 


ciple of former practice of the po- 


ment out any knowledge of the 


facts. 
NEVER HEARD 
OF MRS. COHEN. 


“l did not know nor ever heard 
of Mrs. Cohen before her arrest 
Wednesday afternoon, and in ar- 
resting her I acted conscientiously 
and in the discharge of my duties 
as an officer of the Retail Mer- 
chants’ association for the protec- 
tion of retail merchants from shop- 
lifters and petty thefts. 

“Since so much criticism has been 
directed toward the officers of the 
Retail Merchants’ association grow- 
ing out of this arrest, I feel it my 
duty to have the matter tried -be- 
fore a court of competent jurisdic- 
tion over thefts, and I will accord- 
ingly take out an accusation for 
Mrs. Cohen’s arrest in the criminal 
court of Atlanta, and let her there 
be vindicated or convicted.” 

. J. Silvers, proprietor of the 
Silvers five and ten cent store, de- 


|nied that he had made the state- | 


ment accredited to him by the aft- 
ernoon hewspapers to the effect 
that he “was sorry it happened.” 
He furthermore stated that the ar- 
rest was not made in his store, and 
he knew nothing of the affair until 
Officer Young reported the matter 
to him. 

Mr. Silvers upheld the action of 
Officer Young in the discharge of 
his duty, and stated he had been 
misquoted and misrepresented by 
the afternoon papers. 


“NOT EMPLOYEE 
OF MY STORE.” 


“Mr. Young is not an employee of 
my store,” said Mr. Silvers, “He is 
an officer of the Atlanta Retail 
Merchants’ association, to which or- 
ganization I belong and am entitled 
to the same protection as other 
members—from shoplifters and 
thievery, and it is the duty of these 
officers to give us this protection. 
Officer Young did his duty and is 
to be commended, although I wish 
it understood that Mrs. Cohen was 
arrested on Broad street, after she 
had left our store.” 


FAVORS 
PROBE. 


Police Commissioner Andy R. 
King, when questioned by The Con- 
stitution, stated emphatically that 
he is in favor of a thorough inves- 
tigation of the entire affair by the 
police board. 

‘Tl am unqualifiedly in favor of 
looking into the matter thoroughly,” 
he said. ‘If what Mrs. Cohey says 
with reference to being refused per- 
mission to use a telephone is true, 
she has been unjustly treated. 

“If what she says about a bonds- 
man’s being sent her without her 
express request for a bondsman, or- 
ders of the police board have been 
violated. Of course, I cannot say 
whether her claims are true or not, 
but I belleve the entire affair should 
be probed 
lice board. 

Chairman Maddox, of the board, 
who is fll, could not be reached Fri- 
day night, and The Constitution was 
also “unable to communicate with 
Aldine Chambers, vice chairman, for 
statements. 

Police Chief Beavers stated Fri- 
day night that he satd in police 
court that Officer Young should be 
fined for contempt of court for not 
being on hand to attend to his case 
against Mrs. Cohen. 


NOT THE 


FIRST TROUBLE. 

‘This is not the’ first trouble I 
have experienced with Young,” he 
stated. “On one occasion in the 
past he arrested a woman who has 
three children on a charge of shop- 
lifting and let her remain in jail 
longer than he should have done 
without trial. The matron finally 
called my attention to the case and 


I had to communicate with Young 


to get action. 

“T notice that Young shows a 
tendency to shift the responsibility 
for searching Mrs. Cohen from his 
own to the shoulders of the police, 
and I refuse to let him do it. Turn- 
key Arrowwood has stated to me 
that Young instructed him to have 
Mrs. Cohen searched for stolen 
goods which he said she had con- 
cealed. Turnkey Arrowwood gave 
this information to the matron, 
who, acting upon Young’s instruc- 
tions, carried out the search. 

“In this case Young was the ar- 
resting officer; and certainly should 
know how to proceed in his own 
case. Police officials who are out 
of touch completely with the case 
cannot be expected to go contrary 


‘to the suggestions of the arresting 


officer, and Young in this case 


cannot shift the responsibility of! 


his acts to the police.” 


ALLOWED 
TO PHONE. 


Chief Beavers stated that it is 
the custom at the police station to 
allow prisoners free access to tele- 
phones in. order to get in touch 
with friends, relatives and lawyers, 
unless there was some peculiar 
feature about the case that made it 
advisable to cut off communication 
entirely. 

“I do not believe that Mrs. Cohen 
—— denied the use of a phone,” he 
said. 

Chief Beavers also stated to a 
Constitution reporter that Police 
Matron Mrs. Bullard had reported 
to him that Mrs. Cohen first told 
her that she had been in Atlanta 
only a few days and came from 
South Carolina, but later made the 
statement that she lived at Fort Mc- 
Pherson and then appealed to Mrs. 
Bullard for hel in keeping her 
trouble quiet and aiding her to get 
out of prison, asking that a bonds- 
man be sent her.

OnCounterfeiting 
Charge at Macon 


James Parsons and Max 
Parlos, Both Registered 
Under an Alias—Myste- 
rious Woman Appears in 
Case. 


Macon, Ga., January 7.—(Special.) 
Two men, both Greeks and alleged 
to belong to a gang of counter- 
feiters, were arrested tonight at 
the Dempsey hotel, and, after be- 
ing found in possession of what 
the secret service operative believes 
to be a complete counterfeiting 
outfit, they were lodged in the Bibb 
county jail. 

“The men .were registered under 
the names of Roy Kelly and Lem 
Lax, but at a preliminary hearing 
they gave their real names as 
James Parsons and Max Parlos. 
Kelly registered from Atlanta and 
Lax from Omaha, but when pinned 
down Kelly stated that his real 
home was in Hot Springs, and Lax 
said that he was from Los Angeles, 
Cal. 

In a large hat box in possession 
of Parsons was found ‘a copper out- 
fit run by electricity, which the 
government official who arrived 
yesterday morhing from Atlanta 
said was a neat counterfeiting out- 
fit. Quantities of paper, such as 
paper currency is made on, and a 
complete outfit of rubber stamps 
and bottles of mixtures used in 
counterfeiting, according to the of- 
ficers, were also found in the hat 
box. 

Large Sums of Money. 

On the persons of the two Greeks 
were discovered large sums of 
money. Fifteen $100 bills were 
distovered in the pocket of one of 
them, and numbers of $50 bills and 
smaller change. None of the money 
was pronounced counterfeit by the 
government agent. 

These two men, according to the 
secret service man, have worked 
Detroit, Chicago,, Omaha, Cleveland 
and other large cities in the United 
States.

“Mary” wired Parlos that the 
secret service department was 
watching them, the government 
agent gaid, but he reached Macon 
and had warrants sworn out for the 
two men before-her wire was delfv- 
ered to them. 

Movements Suspicious. 

She could not be located tonight, 
but it was intimated that as soon 
as she can be found she will be 
placed under arrest. 

The two Greéks arrived in Macon 
last Saturday night, taking rooms 
at the Dempsey.

WATER POWER ACT 


OF PRIME WORTH 
10 ENTIRE: NATION 


|Amendment to Measure 


Now Before Congress 
Vitally Concerns Geor- 
gia and Industrial 
America. 


BY JAMES A. HOLLOMON. 


Washington, January 7.—A meas- 
ure before the present congress 
which vitally concerns our immedi- 
ate industrial future, is the amend- 
ment to the federal water power 
act proposed by house bill 15126, 
now before the select committee on 
water power. This bili is designed 
to supply the federal power com- 
mission with the technical, legal and 
clerical organization it needs to 
cope with the situation which it 
now faces. 

The approval on June 10, 1920, 
of the federal water power act, 
after a consideration in congress 
prolonged over nearly ten years, 


opened the way to power develop- 
ments long deferred and to capital 
investment long restrained, so that 
already applications involving 13,-" 
000,000 horsepower have been pre- 
sented to the commission under the 


act,‘'and others are being presented 
daily. This amount is five times 
greater than the total acted upon 
by the government in the preceding 
20 years. It equals the combined 
installation in hydro, steam and 
& in all the central electric sta- 
tions,” commercial and municipal, 
which had been constructed in the 
United States up to 1917. It is 60 
per cent greater than the present 
developed water power of the United 
States, and is approximately 75 per 
cent of the water power of the 
world. 
Power of Commission. 

While the amount of power ap- 
Plied for has increased fivefold 
Since the Passage of the federal 
water power act, and the duties 
with respect to each application 
have increased in like degree, the 
commission has no authority under 
the law as it now stands to em- 
ploy a ‘single individual other than 
its executive secretary in the per- 
formance o: its work, but must de- 
by the departments of war, inte- 
rior and agriculture. These depart- 
ments are conducting for the com- 
mission all the field investigations 
practical with the utilization of suc 
of their personnel as has hither 
been engaged upon water power 
work. They have detailed or as- 
signed to the commission such of 
their emplgyees in the District of 
Columbia as have been similarly en- 
gaged. and could be spared. They 
have even, in several instances, em- 
ployed new personnel for the spe- 
cific purpose of assignment to the 
work of the commission, paying for 
them out of appropriations author- 
ized and intended for other pur- 
poses. and have done all this in

This force, so assigned, n ber- 
ing only 31 indivfdyals, is sufficient 
merely to keep abreast with the 
preliminary activities incident to 
consideration of pending applica- 
tions, to organization and to han- 
dling of the general correspondence 
of the commission. Any immediate 
progress toward carrying out the 
other responsibilities with which 
the commission is charged by the 
federal water power act, and any 
possibility of adequately handling 
without months or years of delay 
the great volume of applications 
now before it, is depéndent upon 
such amendment of the act and 
upon such appropriations as will 
provide the working personnel 
needed to accomplish the complex 
and highly technical duties involved 
in the administration of the act. 


Werk of Great Magnitude. 


Projects now under application if 
constructed will require an invest- 
ment of not less than two billions 
of dollars. They comprehend works 
of a magnitude greater than has 
hitherto been undertaken anywhere 
in the world in connection with 
power development, and will in 
themselves afford a tremendous 
market for labor, construction ma- 
terials and hydroelectrié machinery 
and apparatus. As low cost power 
becomes available on completion of 
the projects, a stimulation along 
manufacturing, transportation an‘ 
related lines will follow to which 
nothing in our industrial history 
will be comparable. This whole pro- 
gram will be held up unless the 
federal power commission, the oniy 
agency with any authority to act, 
is given, first, the authority to use 
the appropriation it now has for the 
employment :-of personnel, and sec- 
ond, the amounts reasonably neces- 
sary in succeeding fiscal years to 
Keep abreast of its work.

Acting upon an _ interpretation 
given the child labor law by the 
attorney general, the department of 
commerce and labor wrtl not inter- 
fere with a performance, even upon 


the professional stage, and (for 
which compensation is paid, of any 
person under the age of 14 years 
w.en such performance Is intended 
solely to display the artistry of 
such person or persons and where 
there is no indication that the work 
is that of a professional, accord- 
ing to a statement Friday of Com- 
missioner Stanley. 

This ruling, made at the instiga- 
tion of the Howard theater, in no 
wise affects the policy of the de- 
nartment with reference to parents, 
guardians or other persons exploit- 
ing the work of children for their 
gain or the gain of such child or 
children, it was stated.

COMMITTEE SEEKS | 


SOURCE OF FUNDS 


Financial Backing of|* 


Farm Organizations Ask- 
ing “Special Legisla- 
tion” Sought by House 


Committee. 


Washington, January 7.—The 
house banking committee undertook 
today to find out who is financing 
the various farm organizations 
which frequently call on congress 
for enactment of “special legisla- 
tion.” It did not get very far, how- 
ever, as Ben C. Marsh, legislative 
agent of the National Farmers’ Un- 
ion, the only witness examined, was 
unable to give all details off-hand. 

The inquiry was started in con- 
nection with a proposal by Marsh's 
organization that congress create a 


commission of five or seven mem- ; 2s STE 


bers, two of them farmers, to fi- 
nance the’ export of surplus crops. 
Under this plan the commission 
would have a working fund of 
$800,000,000 to be provided by cut- 
ting down appropriations for the 
army and navy. 

Chairman McFadden announced 
that he was determined to get the 
information the house desired from 
all farm erganizations and he was 
going on the suppesition that they 
could “stand daylight.” 

Salary $300, 

In telling the committee his salary 
was $300 a month, Marsh insisted | 
that other farmer legislative repre- 
sentatives be called, asserting that 
the American Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion was paid $15,000 a year. Asked 
where he came from Marsh said he

nan attorney general be changed by the leg- 
isiature.

15 MAY REFUND 
MUCH TAX MONEY 


Millions of Income Tax 
Payments Involved in 


_ Case Before Supreme 


Court Friday. 


Washington, January 7.—Argu- 
ments were begun today in the su- 
preme court in the “invested capi- 
tal case,” characterized by Solicitor 
General Frierson as “the most im- 
portant legal suit from the stand- 
point of government finances in a 
decade.” Whether the government 


‘will be forced to return hundreds of 


millions of dollars paid as income 
taxes depends on the outcome. 

The immediate cause at issue be- 
fore the court is the appeal of the 
La Belle Iron works from a ruling 
of the bureau of intérnal revenue 
refusing to allow it to treat as in- 
vested capital the value of ore 
lands which it had purchased in 
1904 for $190,000 and which by 1917 
had increased to $10,000,000. The 
government agents maintained that 
the increase in reality was “profit,” 
and should be taxed as such. The 
company added the increase to its 
capital invested and claimed the 
normal deduction of 7 per cent, pay- 
ing under protest the additional tax 
of $1,081,000. 

The question of whether a stock 
dividend is taxable arose in a new 
form in the present. case, the in- 
creased value of the ore lands hav- 
ing been represented on the books 
of the corporation, according to the 
government’s belief, since 1912 by 


+ “stock issued as a stock dividend.” 


The wide interest displayed in the 
case in the business world was il- 
lustrated by the number of requests 
for permission to appear as “friends 
of the court.” Those granted per- 
mission to file briefs included the 
Long-Bell Lumber Company of 
Kansas City, the National Lumber 
Manufacturers’ association and the 
Kangas City Structural Steel com- 
pany. 

Increased value of the ore lands 
is comparable to the increase which 
occurs in the value of a~gerd of 
cattle which, when purchased, in- 
cluded a number of calves, the ap- 
pellant argued. “Profit” was de- 
fined to the court as the actual net 


amount of gain made by a business 
between any two dates. 

“The appellant’s theory is that 
the capital invested in its ore lands 
is not what it paid for them, but is 
to be measured by the present value 
of the lands,” Mr. Frierson said, 
“but the government contends, on

Senate Investigating Com- 
mittee Recommends Ac- 
tion by Department of 
Justice on Coal Prices. 


Washington, January 17.—Prices. 
charged the war department for 
coal last summer and fall would 
be investigated by the department 
of justice under a recommendation 
which Senator Calder, of New York 
chairman of the senate coal investi- 
gating committee, announced today 
had been submitted to the attorney 
general. 

Disclosure as to the committee’s 
action came during general debate 


in the senate today on coal prof- 
iteering. Senator Calder announced 
that the evidence gathered by his 
committee as to the army’s coal) 
transactions had been turned over 
to the justice department officials 
with recommendation that action 
be taken. 

The committee chairman’s xun- 
nouncement was followed by a 
statement from Senator Kenyon, of 
Iowa, a member of the committee, 
that “if the American people were 
robbed as the war department was 
robbed on coal last fall the robbery 
ran up to hundteds of millions of 
dollars.” 

Taking up the other side of the 
controversy as regards the high 
prices charged for coal last year, 
Senator Sutherland, republican, 
West Virginia, declared that “be- 
cause buyers crowding forward and 
bidding against each other sent the 
prices up out of reason, coal opera- 
tors who stood back had to take 
the money, though they . were 
ashamed to so.” 

Inquiry from Senator Borah, re- 
publican, Idaho, as to other action 
contemplated by the committee 
brought the further announcement 
from Chairman Calder tl.at legisla- 
tion was being prepared to prevent 
a repetition of-the situation which 
confronted consumers last fear. 

Senator Kenyon gave an account 
of what the committee had found 
as to the war department purchases, 
declaring that excess profits of $3,- 
500,000 were taken on a supply of 
900,000 tons. 

Senator Smoot, republican, Utah, 
requested the committee to investi- 
gate retail coal distribution, and 
Chairman Calder promised that an 
endeavor would be made to do so.

Washington, January 7.—Definite 
indications had appeared tonight 
that the state department might 
take into its own hands without re- 
gard to the department of labor the 
question of admitting to the Unit- 
ed States Donal O'Callaghan, lord 
mayor of Cork, paroled by the labor 
department after his arrival at 
Newport News, as a stowaway. 

Conflict between the two depart- 

rents was foreshadowed yesterday, 
brought out into the open today and 
accentuated tonight when it was 
learned that Acting Secretary Davis, 
of the state department, had called 
upon the department’s legal author- 
ities for advice on the question of 
his department taking the entire 
O’Callaghan admission matter into 
its own hands. The state depart- 
ment, it has been indicated, favors 
deportation of the lord mayor while 
the labor department has b2en rep- 
resented by those close c.)> its high- 
er officials as favoring ajimission 
of the Cork official. 
The case of the lord mayor had 
not been formally presented to the 
state department tonight by the la- 
bor department, but the solicitor 
of the former department was known 
to be giving consideration also to 
his department’s power in case 
O'Callaghan is admitted by labor of- 
ficials, to ask the department of 
justice to institute proceedings 
against entering the United States 
without a passport, 

Secretary Davis also _ indicated 
during the day that the state e- 
partment had instituted an investi- 
gation of the reported statement 
of Harry Boland, secretary to 
Eamonn De Valera, “president of 
the Irish republic,” that he, too, had 
entered the United States without 
a passport. 

May Deport Boland. 

Mr. Davis said that the depart- 
ment in addition had taken ‘note of 
the reported advocacy by Boland in 
@ speech yesterday in New York 
of ‘a vendetta” by the Irish in 
every country, if England persisted 
in the pursuit of its present course 
toward Ireland. 

’ There was‘a question, the secre- 
tary said, as to whether sucn a 
decla-ation did not bring its author 
within scope of the immigration act 
of 1916 providing deportation for 
aliens advocating the use of force 
and violence against the United 
States. 

Consideration by the state depart- 
ment of both the O’Callaghan and 
the Boland cases was understood 
to have been precipitated today by 
the denial made by labor depart- 
ment officials of a statement issued 
early in the dav by Assistant Secre- 
tary Merle Smith, of'.the state de- 
partment, that Secretary of Labor 
Wilson had referred the O’Callaghan 
case to his department. Labor de- 
partment officials in their denial 
added that Secretary Wilson had 
gone to Philadelphia for the week- 
end and would not take up the case 
until his return on Monday.

Had No Part in Attack Upon 
Attorney H. W. McLarty, 
They Say. 


Eleven inmates of the Fulton 
county jail Friday signed a state- 
ment concerning the alleged attack 
upon Attorney H. D. McLarty in the 
jail Thursday afternoon by kd Nich- 
ols, in which they said that Abe 
Powers, who is charged with being 
one Of the leaders of the wire-tap- 
ping syndicate here, took no part 
in the fight and had nothing what- 
ever to do with it. 

Mr.“McLarty went to the jail in 
company with O. C. Tys6n, of Villa 
Rica, Ga., an alleged victim of the 
“bunco system,” for the purpose of 
trying to identify Abe Powers and 
others confined there as being those 
who “fleeced” him out of several 
thousand dollars. 

Upon entering the place where 
Powers is confined, Thomas Done- 
hue, a prisoner, is said to have told 
the visitors that he was Abe Pow- 
ers. McLarty told Tyson that the 
man he was talking with was not 
Abe Powers, and Nichols, who was 
doing work in the “run-around,” is 
said to have taken a part in the 
conversation here, declaring that 
McLarty was a persistent visitor to 
the jail trying to find some one, and 
had been unsuccessful so far. The 
attorney resented this interference 
and the fight ensued. 

The written statement of the elev- 
en inmates concerting the affray 
is as follows: : 

An article appearing in th® evening papers 
has been shown nus in reference to an alter- 
cation which occurred in the Fulton county 
Tower, on fourth floor, between Ed Nichols 
and H. W. McLarty, attorney. 

Mr. McLarty has called at the jail on 
numerous occasions gith different men and 
gone through the jail in attempting to point 
out prisoners, and on this occasion the man 
in his company failed to identify anyone 
in our section. and was talking to Mr. Done- 
hoo, an inmate of our cell. 

When Mr. Meclarty told the man that It 
was not Powers he was talking to and pdoint- 
ec ont Powers, Ed Nichols stated to Me- 
Tarty that if he was out he could not do 
him that way. Whereupon MclIarty stuck 
his head out and advanced on Nichols with 
his fist clenched, saying ‘‘Do it now.”’ At 
that time Nichols hit him ifn the face. 
Abe Powers had no part in the alterca- 
tien, nor did he speak to Mr. McLarty at 
any time during the altercation or after. 
We respectfully submit that neither the 
deputy sheriff. nor anyone else, but Mr. 
McLarty, heard or saw Abe Powers do or 
say anything. 

We make this statement fn the interest 
of fair play, and ta refute what we con- 
sider en attempt to prejudice the mind of 
the public.

INCREASE IN POWER 
FACILITIES NEEDED 


Question of Additional Cur- 
rent Very Serious Matter, 
Says Turner. 


Development of new power sites 
where additional electric current 
may be generated, and the electri- 
fying of all railways within: the 
city, were urged by City Electrician 
R, C. Turner, in his annua] report 
to the mayor and general council, 
made public Friday. 

With reference to the need for 
increased power facilities, Mr. Tur- 
ner declared that “with the con- 
sumption of electricity by industries 
and citizens of Atlanta exceeding 
250 million kilowatt hours of cur- 
rent in 1920 and the addition of over 
12,000 horsepower of connected load, 
the question of securing additional 
current is a very serious matter and 
should be carefully considered by 
all those interested in the future of 
Atlanta and her industries. 


Prevented Power Shortage. 


“The completion of Ahe Burton 
reservoir above the Géorgia Rail- 
way and Power company plant at 
Tallulah Falls, together with the 
unusually heavy rainfall, for the 
year is the only thing that prevent- 
ed the worst power shortage in 
Atlanta in 1920 that this city has 
ever experienced. 

“The storage capacity of Burton 
reservoir is only sufficient to gen- 
erate 44 millions kilow itt hours of 
electric current and with the elec- 
tric load if the city growing at the 
rate of a thousand horsepower per 
month this storage will amount to 
very little in preventing’ a power 


shortage eight or ten months from 
now. 

‘New power sites should be de- 
veloped without further delay as 
the reputation of the city is really 
at stake and a ninety-day power 
shortage will cost the business in- 
terests of Atlanta Millions of dol- 
lars. Not a single additional horse- 
power has been developed during 
the past year and it was simply an 
act of Providence in providing an 
excessive rainfall and the act of 


men in providing a storage reser- 


voir to catch and hold the flood 
waters that prevented very serious 
financial loss in this city and vicin- 
ity in 1920.” 

No Longer Disputed Point. 

The question of whether to eglec- 
trify the railroads is no long a 
disputed one, stated Mr. Turner, who 
declared that it is conceded by prac- 
tincally all engineers that the ad- 
vantages are too numerous to men- 
tion. 

‘Last year,” said Mr. Turner, “Chi- 
cago put into effect an ordinance 
requiring the railroads in that city 
to electrify their systems within the 
city limits and the work is now be- 
ing pushed and the present year 
will witness the operation of elec- 
tric trains over part of the railroads 
in Chicago. 

“as near broke as Germany is 
supposed to be the latest technical 
news from that country is to the 
effect that the electrifying of the 
railroads is being pushed vigorous- 


vere Germany can push such work, 
surely we can make a start here 
in Atlanta and electrify the steam 
roads within a certain zone at least. 
It is simply a question of. working 
out some plan of financing the 
proposition, and I most earnest 
com- 
mence in 1921.” 

Safety to Public. 


In regard to plans looking for 
greater safety to the public put into 
effect in 1920 by the city electri- 
Cian’s office, the report says: 

“The past year witnessed the com- 
pletion of the removal of the bare 
telephone wires from the high volt- 
age electric light poles. Had this 
been done ten years ago more than 
a score of people who have been 
killed by dangling telephone wires, 
in contact with the 2,239 volt elec- 
tric wires, would no dotbt be liv- 
inttg today. However, it Is very grat- 
ifying to realize that such acel- 
dents cannot occur in this city in 
the future. ‘ 

“Safety locks for elevators. , Dur- 
ing the year several hundred shaft 
aoors to passenger elevators were 
voluntarily -equipped with electric 
safety locks, which-makes it im- 
possible for an operator to move 
the elevator until the door is closed. 
In the buildings where this has 
been done accidents from this cause, 
which is the most frequent cause 
of elevator accidents, have been 
eliminated and I most earnestly rec- 
ommend that it be made compulsory 
that passenger shaft elevator doors 
be equipped with electric locks 
throughout the city.”

PEAGHTREE WIDENING 
PLAN GIVEN APPROVAL 


Proposal Now Expected to 
Receive the Indorsement 
of City Fathers.

Having received the hearty ap- 
proval of Mayor Key and Alderman 
J. R. Seawright, head of the finance 
board of council, the Peachtree 
widening project, now being back- 
ed by the property holders on that 
thoroughfare, is expected to also 
receive the indorsement of the city 
fathers. 

The widening of Peachtree street 
between Forrest and Ponce de Leon 
avenues,” said the mayor, “is essen- 
tial. Since the county commission- 
ers have indicated a willingness to 
help out financially, I believe the 
city and county should divide the 
cost of the improvement,” 

Alderman J. R. Seawright, who 
is the new chairman of the finance 
committee of council, in giving his 
indorsement to the widening of 
Peachtree street, said: “The Peach- 
tree widening would do much to re- 
lieve congestion on this main thor- 
oughfare. It may prove difficult 
for the city to find the money, but 
I think the effort should be made.” 
H. L. Collier, chief of construc- 
tion, estimated that the cost of 
widening Peachtree street by ten 
feet on each side will be something 
like $83,000. Mr. Collier has already 
prepared blue prints of the im- 
provement that has been contem- 
plated for several months. The es- 
timates of the chief of construction, 
however, do not of course, include 
the removal of some of the build- 
ing fronts that now project over 
the line established by the city 
with reference to Peachtree street. 
Of the estimated amount of the 
cost of the Peachtree street widen- 
ing, it is expected that a division 
will be made between the city and 
the county. For this work an ap- 
propriation will be asked of the 
finance committee with which to 
pay the city’s part.
